Thrilling Story ot a Young Ameri- 

can Missionary at Cheng-Tu—A 
General Agreement to Drive 
the Christians Out. 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

SEATTLE, Aug. 17.—R. B. Whittle- 
sey, a young Amerigan missionary at 
Cheng-Tu, China, sends the following 
description of thé afiti-missionary riots 
there to ‘the Post-Intelligencer: 

On the afternoon of May 25, a crowd 
began to collect outside the gates of 
the Canadian Methodist mission prem- 
ises at Cheng-Tu. Mr. Jackson was 
there also, having come in the day be- 
fore. About 5 o’clock p.m. the crowd 


sionaries sent to the officials for help. 
The rough conduct increased and the 
doors ‘were smashed and the mob be- 


Kilborn and Stevenson came out and 
the crowd scattered in two directions, 
as one had a shotgun and the other a 
rifle under their arms. -Thus they kept

At length about a dozen men who 
said they were yamen runners and 
three soldiers stepped out and said they 
would disperse the mob and gradually 
the doctors retired to where the ladies 
were. The gate of the hospital ccm- 
pound was also surrounded and they 
seemed hemmed in. Meantime the mob 
swept past

Vale went to give notice to the 
yamen, and while the crowd was kept 
at one side of the street by the few 
soldiers, Dr..and Mrs. Stevenson and 
Mr. and Mrs. McCormack got away in 
chairs to the yamen. The door was 
barricaded with boxes of books, etc., 
but these were cleared off by the riot- 
ers, and ere long Dr. and Mrs. Kilborn, 
Mr. and Mrs. Hartwell, the children 
and Misses Brackbill and Ford had to 
escape by ladders over the back wall. 
They entered a small house and by 
three rings of silver (30 taels) to three 
brothers of the household obtained con- 
cealment inside the bed curtains in the 
‘inner room, some six adults and sev- 
eral children. For three hours they 
dared not speak above a whisper, while 
the work of destruction was going on 
within a few feet in the China Island 
Mission compound. The ex-opium 
patient who befriended them the night 
before was there again and kept the 
nighbors quiet with promises of money.

pened. At night they göt chairs and

A similar state of things had happened. 
About three hours after their return 
from the yamen the mob burst in and 
they had to escape over the side boun- 
dary wall. Had they gone over the 
back wall they would have found 
themselves in the hands of armed rob- 
bers, as did their native helper who had 
to ransom himself with 10 taels of sil- 
ver. As it was the Lord provided a way 
of escape in a little loft next. door, 
from which place they could see the 
looting and wrecking of the premises. 
Later on they, too, made their way to 
the yamen and joined the other friends. 
The same day all the Roman Catholic 
places were looted and destroyed; that 
is, in all Protestant and Roman Catho- 
lic, eleven places, such a day of destruc-

That night saw thirty-one foreigners, 
n, women and children, French and 
ritish, in the yamen, homeless, their 
houses leveled or burnt, with scarcely 
a whole tile left.

A wire was sent off to 
the Ching-King Consul, but when the 
Viceroy heard of it, he ordered the op- 
erator to fetch it back, but it was too 
late, and the news got through to Pe- 
king. The district magistrate tock 
care of the refugees and treated them 
as well as he could in his yamen, |

Arrests in Connection with the Mas-

ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT. 
HONGKONG, Aug. 17.—(By Atlantic 
Cable.) The commission appointed to in- 
vestigate the massacres of missionaries 
and their families at Ku-Chang, which 
left Foo-Chow on Tuesday, arrived 
safely at Ku-Chang. Important arrests

3 Guarda. The Minister of the Interior 
and leader of the reform party, who 
fled to Japan when charged with being 
concerned with the Japanese in a plot 
to capture the King, recently instigated 
the mob which attempted to wreck the 
Japanese Legation. The legation would 
have been destroyed had it not been 
protected by soldiers. It is added that 
the Japanese Minister hurriedly re- 
turned to Seoul in order to restore the 
prestige of Japan. 


Denver’s Aldermen Cutting Rates. 


DENVER, Aug. 17.—The Board of Al- 
dermen today passed the ordinance in- 
troduced yesterday making a horizon- 
tal reduction of 20 per cent. in all rates 
except that for irrigation. The ordi- 
nance will probably be passed by the 
supervisors, but is likely to be vetoed 
by the Mayor. on account of a clause 
continuing the rates named in effect 
for fifteen years. There was no demon-

The portion fixed upon for redemption 
‘was what is called the “home place,” 
containing about one hundred acres, 
and valued at $10,000. This particular 
part of the estate had fetched $3500 at

PORTLAND OPIUM RING. 
For years there was a great opium 
ring on the Pacific Coast. The depart- 
men knew that it was in operation, but 
it could: not get evidence against it. 11 
was so strong that it bribed or intimi- 
dated the agents. About two years 
‘ago, however, sufficient evidence was 
collected for the demanding ot a spe- 
cial grand jury at Portland, and this 
grand jury found indictments against 
twenty-seven persons, among whom 
were an ex-collector of customs and an 
ex-special agent, A few months later 
another grand jury found additional 
indictments, and forty persons were 
charged by the two juries with con- 
spiracy to smuggle opium and Chinese. 
laborers into the United States. As 
the matter went on it was found to be 
even more serious than had been sus- 
pected. The trials. established that in 
the twelve months preceding 30,000 
pounds of opium had been smuggled 
into Portland alone. This should have 
paid a duty of $180,000, and it was also 
shown that the same ring had during 
the same time smuggled in 1500 Chinese 
laborers. In the ring were some prom- 
inent men in the States of Washington 
and Oregon, and of the forty, seven of 
the smugglers pleaded guilty and three 
others were convicted. 


EX-CUSTOM-HOUSE OFFICERS AS 
It is a curious thing that ex-custom- 
house officers frequently engage in 
smuggling. The ex-collector. of this 
Portland ring was probably. tempted 
by the ‘money made in the successful 
smuggling of opium, which passed un- 
der his: eyes while in office, to engage 
in the same business. A similar case 
occurred not long ago on Puget Sound. 
An ex-official had smuggled in a lot of 
opium in cans. He was suspected, 
and the cans were captured, and put 
into a government warehouse. Upon 
being taken he did not deny having 
the opium, but said that he had gone 
into the scheme in order to detect 
other smugglers, and that he was still 
working for the States.

NAVAL OFFICERS ‘AS SMUGGLERS. 
IJ am told that a great many things 


are brought into the United States vy 


naval officers. They are classed as per- 
sonal effects, and they are not, as a rule, 
offered by the officials for sale, though 
such cases have been known. Not a 
long time ago a merchant vessel was 
sent by the Navy Department to Ha- 


| vana to bring back to the United States 


some shipwrecked sailors. While tnere 
the officers in charge bought a great lot 
of cheap cigars. There were so many ot 
them that they corded them up in a 
great pile on the deck, and over this pile 
they threw a lot of oil sailcloth. When 
the customs officers appeared and asked 
them if they had any dutiable gooas cn 
board the naval officers pointed to this 
pile and said it contained eigars. They 
-laughed as they did so, and the customs 
officers thought that they were being 
guyed. They had never seen cigars put 
up in that way, and they passed over 
the stack of sailcloth without further 
examination. 
Liquors have been brought into Can- 
ada by naval officers, and one of the 
revenue marine corps told me once of 
an experience which he had at Hali- 
fax. He had gone into a large liquor 
store, and the man had offered him 
some very cheap cigars, and showed 
him samples of fine wines, liquors and 
brandies. As he ‘tasted them, the 
merchant said: “Of course, you want 
to load up here with Scotch whisky 
and Hennesy brandy. You can get the 
goods here for half what they will 
cost you in the United States. We are 
doing a big trade with the navy. A 
number of your ships have called here, 
and I have sold the officers large or- 
ders.“ My friend of the revenue ma- 
rine said that this. was against the 
law, and that he Gould not take goods 
| into the United States in that way. 
The merchant was much surprised, and 
he had evidently been doing a large 
business with the navy. 


UNITED STATES SENATOR AND 
A SMUGGLED DRESS. 
It is -not often that our American 
consuls try to rob Uncle Sam, but 
they 0 now and then. Some years 
ago a United States Senator was 
‘caught smuggling. His son was vlce- 
‘consul at one of the interior towns in 
Germany, and he had sent in the State 
Department mail bag a package to his 
father, which was supposed to contain 
papers. The Treasury Department had 
been much troubled with petty smug- 
‘gling; and in some way this package 
came under the eyes of one of the spe- 
clal agents. abroad. He wrote to the 
State Department and asked if it could 
be examined. The Senator was notified 
when the package arrived, and he wént 
to the department for it. He was told 
that there had been a question raised 
as to the contents of the package, and 
that it must be opened at the depart- 
ment. He stormed and protested. The 
clerk in, charge, however, quietly 
opened the package in spite of his ob- 
jections, and then held up before the 
Senator’s eyes about thirty vards of 
the finest black gros-grained siik. The 
Senator at once subsided. He became 
as meek as a lamb, and allowed the 
silk to be sent on to New York for ap- 
praigsement. The duty was high at 
that time, and he paid about a dollar 
a yard to get the dress. The matter 
was kept quiet, and it came to me 
through one of the old officials, who 
was connected with the Sate Depart- 
ment at the time. 9

The Senator Talks Entertainingly About Siate-making and the Folly 
of Letting Delegates: Run Conventions—His Definition of a 


Statesman—He Likes Being a Senator—How the 


Senator Spends His Summer Days. : 


ws (From a Special Correspondent ot The Times.) 


I spent a day, with Senator David B. 
Hill at Albany recently. Albany is 
Senator Hill’s summer resort. He has 
to spend some of his summer days in 
Washington when Congress is in ses- 
sion: When Congress is not in session 
he spends at intervals a few days at 
Normandie-by-the-sea. But for a 
choice he remains in Albany during the 
warm days. Perhaps if you had as 
beautiful a home as Senator Hill you 
would be content to remain there rather 
than stow yourself away in the cramped 
quarters of a seaside hotel, 7 

Senator Hill’s home is the beautiful 
dwelling overlooking the Hudson River, 
seven miles north of Albany, sometimes 
known as “Fritz Villa” and sometimes 
as Wolfert's Roost.” From his home 
when he is in Albany he comes in at 
about 10.o’clock every morning to his 
office, which is on the second floor of a 
building opposite the postoffice. It is a 
very handsome office which the Senator 
occupies. It is lesignated at the foot of 
the stairway in large letters as the 
Law Office of David B. Hill.’’ There 
is a suite of three-rooms, the largest of 
which is used by Mr. Hill as his private 
office. Its walls are lined: with book- 
cases fillod with calf-bound, gilt-let- 
tered law books. Mr. Hill sits at a roll- 
top desk of polished light oak m a 
cane-seated tilting chair. There ts a 


handsome carpet on the floor, and a 


general air of newness which is not cus- 


tomary in a law office. It is the<tirst | 
office on which Mr. Hill has paid rent 


for a long time. For seven years ne ge- 


on offices in the Governor’s man- 
sion. 


I found Senator Hill less actively in- 
terested in politics, apparently, than 
might have been expected. He is in- 
clined to resent the idea which some 
people seem to have that politics is his 
only care. Of course he gives a cer- 
tain amount of his time to political af- 
fairs. A man occupying his conspicu- 
ous position in the Democratic.party of 
the State of New York is consulted 
constantly by people who have political 
ambitions or people who want advice 
about local campaigns. When I was in 
the office of Mr. “‘Tom” Platt recently, 
that interesting political organizer told 
me that he had spent the whole of that 
particular morning and a great part of 
the afternoon consulting politicians 
from all parts of the State concerning 
the coming campaign. Yet Mr. Platt is 
atthe head of a great business concern, 
and he is reckoned a man of exceptional 
business ability. If Mr. Platt refused to 
see the people who come to him for po- 
litical. advice he would lose his hold on 
the Republican organization. If Mra 
Hin talled to keep hi the 
polfti¢al pulse he Would not be able to 
prescribe for the Democratic part: 
when the old lady needs the advice of 
an experienced physician. Besides, if 
Mr. Hill went to Alaska to escape trom 
New York State politics he would be 
pursued to Sitka by letters and tele- 
grams from anxious Democrats, and 
not unlikely he would find a candidate 
for office waiting to consult him wnen 
he got back to San Francisco. It is the 
misfortune of a man who becomes the 
Jeader of a great party in a State like 
New York that he cannot lay aside the 


business of politics entirely at any time. 


The morning I called on the Senator 
at Albany, I sat opposite him while he 
opened his mail. Most of it concerned 
his law practice, but some of che let- 
A local news- 
paper man came in to ask the Senator 


“What 
is the outlook, Senator?“ te 

“Tf my mail is any indication,” said 
the Senator, “the outlook f the 
Democracy is excellent. I thought we 
might have to beg people to take the 
nominations, but I find now that the 
candidates are coming forward in 
droves. That is a pretty sure sign 
that the party has confidence in itself. 
I think that all we need do is to sit 
back and let the Republican party. 
make mistakes.“ 

Referring in his conversation. with 
this visitor to the applications for 
nominations which were coming to the 
party leaders, Senator Hill turned to 
me and said: ‘Possibly you don't ap- 
preciate the fact that consultation is 
absolutely necessary before a conven- 
tion ig held. Public sentiment toward 
the different candidates outlines itself 
pretty well in advance. But if the dele- 
gates should go_ahead, without any 
guidance and without consultation 
among leading men, they would make 
foolish mistakes oftentimes. I recall 
a convention in my own former city, 
Elmira, which was allowed to run it- 
self. It was not an important con- 
vention, and we tried the experiment 
of letting the delegates act entirely on 
their own judgment, and without prior 
comparison of views. When the ccn- 
vention was over, they brought me the 
ticket. I found that five of the seven 
men named lived in one ward. Of 
course, the ticket was defeated. Now, I 
do not believe altogether in what is 
known as the geography, of politics, 
but it is absolutely necessary that the 
candidates on a ticket shall represent 
different parts of the State, that they 
shall not be chosen all from the same 
section. The people who vote would 
resent the fact that all the honors of 
the convention had been bestowed’ on 
one part of the State. If the nomina- 
tions are distributed to different parts 
of the State, the ticket will stand a 
better chance of getting a majority of 
the votes cast. That is not polltles; it 
is sense.” 

I asked the Senator if it was not a 
little early to be working out the fate 


of * State ticket to be named next | 
‘fall. 


“Campaigns in this State are won 
oftentimes in June, July and August.“ 
said the Senator. In these months, the 
voters who are in the cities, chiefly be- 
cause they cannot get away, make up 
their minds how they are going to vote. 
‘A little educational work done at this 
time is worth much more than ail you 
can do in the fall.“ 

“Then you believe 
campaigns?’ 

“Absolutely. Elections in New York 
are won by arguments first, and 
then, secondly, by getting the vote 
registered and to the polls. But I 
am talking politics, and there is too

that the President did nat seem to have 


the courage or to either veto 
or sign the tariff bill. Ikthink he should 
have done one thing or the other. It 
was, however, unloaded on the party, 
and our opponents last fall facetiously 
called it ‘nobody’s child.’ In the light 
of the President's non-action, the par- 
ty’s attitude towards the dill requires 
altogether too much explanation. We 
ought not to have been placed in that 
position. 

I asked the Senator t6 tell me the par- 
ticulars of the efforts whigh were under- 
stood to have been made to read him 
out of the party by excluding him from 
the Senatorial caueuses because he 
would net subscribe to the income tax. 
He said, in substance: “Yes, I was in- 
formed that such a suggestion was 


made by a few hot-headed Senators 


who wer more Populists than Demo- 
crats, and who thought more of the 
income tax than they did of tarifr re- 
form; but it was soon abandoned at ine 
instance of cooler and more level- 
headed men. It is true that after the 
Senatorial caucus had agreed to the 
income tax, I purposely remained away 
from its consultatiohs, although I was 
always invited.

tests against the folly of that scheme 
being incorporated in a tariff bill or 
being enacted at all. I have nothing to 
regret in the course I pursued in that 
matter.”

Where do you 
draw the distinguishing line r

In the popular 
sense a statesman is one who, in- 
vested with authority, promotes the 
public welfare by a wise, conscientious, 
honest and dignified administration or 
discharge of official trusts, while a 
politician is one who identifies him- 
self with public affairs for selfish pur- 
poses or for , livelihood or as a means 
of making hey or for the sake of 
power alone or ther tinpatriotic or un- 
commendable: purposes. Statesmanship 
does not nende ambition nor an in- 
telligent self-interest mor an active or 
personal e in patisan poli- 
ties. It goes ide hypocrsy, sham 
and selfishness, and requires candor, 
courage and ability. It excludes pro- 
fessional’ common scolds 
and every description. It 
excludes mere political ‘bosses’ who 
have neither the education, the are 
nor the integrity to intelligently in- 
fluence or direct public opinion or to

cattle was feeding. Beyond, swift rid- 
ers were pushing before them the nerd 
ot saddle horses. Below, out of a deep 
deflle a platoon of other riders was 
moving to meet us. It was all beauti- 
ful, unworn, impressive. 

The horsemen drew up under a row 
‘ef. cottonwood trees and waited our 
approach. The wagon stopped amid 
shouts. The cook. tumbled out. he 
horsemen flung saddles from tired 
ponies. Others, with ready lariats, gal- 
loped away for logs of dry wood. Ham- 
mers were heard driving hut stakes. 
The tents rose, the stove clattered into 
place, and in ten minutes water wee on 
the flre for coffee. 

The horse-wrangler and his detail 
rounded in the horses and disappeared 
with whoop and whistle over the hill 
upon a mesa. It had in it the move- 
ment, the activity and the orderliness 


| of.a cavalry camp. 


Eating was no delicate . business 
with these centaurs. It had the cer- 
tainty and savagery of a farm thresh- 
ing crew. There were ‘no tables and 


Eno frills Uke cups or butter knives. 


Some ate standing, others sat on rolls 
of bedding. Every man helped him-. 
self. 

They were rough, iron-sided fellows— 
mainly Missourians, and were mostly 
less than 30 years of age. They wore 
rough business overalls, and colored 
shirts—quite generally gray with dirt 
and sweat: Their boots were -short 
and very high heeled, and their wide 
hats and slickers“ were the only uni- 
form articles of dress. Revolvers, bear- 
skin leggings and cartridge belts have 
been discarded, as they were consid- 
ered an affectation. 

As night: fell the men built a great 
bonfire, and, surrounding it, sang and

Then they packed into the tent 
like sardines, and became quiet in 
bleep; they were quiet at no other time 
in the day. 

.As we were eating breakfast the next 
morning, everybody feeling damp and 
stiff in the joints, there came the dull 
throbbing of hoofs, and down the val- 
ley the horse wrangler came, shouting 
Horses!“ Before him the troop. was 
‘rushing like a wild herd, 

Others took of the cry “Horses! Get 
your bridles.“ 

The wrangler rounded the drove to- 
ward the tents whence issued the riders, 
lariat in hand. The horses are all 
broncho grades, small, alert, flat- 
Umbed, wild-eyed and tricky. They 
have to be caught with the rope each 
day. The men surround them, herding 
them into a compact squad. The riders 
advanced into the herd one by one, with 
coiled ropes ready, and noosed and 
pulled out their best horses, for the ride 
was to be hard. 

One man tried three times 
wicked-looking buck- skin broncho. The 
men jeered him, but he noosed him 
at last and drew him out with wild eyes 
rolling. The saddles went on mean- 
while, the horses wineing at the cinch. 
At last all were secured, the riders 
swung into the saddles and dashed 
away with that singular, swift gliding 
side-wise gallop so characteristic of 
these men and their ponies, 

They were off now for some seven. 
hours of the hardest riding in a blind- 
ing fog and a thick falling rain. We 
plunged: into a wide ragged walled 
canyon for a five-mile ride and then 
came out upon a small valley.

ONLY TWO ORDERS IN EXIST- 
ENCE. 

The present superioriess of the order, 
Mother Austin, in the world Mary 
Ellen Jones, who, although she has 
been eighteen years professed, is still 
a young woman, having renounced the 
world when in her early teens, is au- 
thority for the information that there 
are possibly but two orders of the 
kind in existence, the other having its 
origin in Baltimore and known as 
the Sisters of Providence, Oblates of 
Mary. 

The order in Louisiana is not some- 
thing built up on the privileges af- 
forded the emancipated. It was found- 
ed in New Orleans November 21, 
1842, fully twenty years before the 
publication of the edict of freedom. 
The crginators of this now extensive 
work were necessarily what were then 
known as free women of color. One 
was a native born, Miss Harriet De- 
lisle; another, Miss Alicot, had crossed 
the ocean, coming from France, and 
the third, Miss Juliette Gaudin, was of 
Cuba. Shortly after entering upon the 
work, another New Orleans girl, Miss 
Josephine Charles, joined the trio. To 
these four colored women is due the 
credit of having opened up the avenue 
whose usefulness has been and will 
further be of incalculable benefit to 
their race. 

The original purpose of the order 
was simply to teach young and old 
women catechism and to prepare them 
for their first communion. Being a 
French community, there were then, as 
there are now, many adherents among 
the colored people to the Church of 
Rome.

A MORNING SCENE. 

At the time of the visit of the chief 
and captain yesterday morning, the 
plaza was not so crowded as usual.

The entire plaza park was en- 
circled with vehicles, freighted with 
choicest fruit. On one side of the park 
were the assorted orchard fruits 
| peaches, pears, plums, prunes and ap- 
ples of many varieties, Beginning at 
the east and reaching about one-third 
the distance round the circle toward the 
north was the melon: section, wagon- 
loads of fragrant cantaloupes and appe- 
tizing watermelons lining the curb in 
tempting profusion, Next was the grape 
section, the sidewalk being... heaped 
with boxes of luscious Muscats, Tokays, 
Malagas and Sultanas, to say nothing 
of the endless crates of Missions and 
grapes of other varieties. There were 
also scattered lots of orangés, lemons, 
tomatoes, squashes; chilis, white and 
black figs, Kelsey plums, Hungarian 
and Satsung plums, German and 
French prunes, damsons, blood peaches, 
orange clings and other cholee fruits 
of endless variety. 

The buyers began to come about day- 
light. Preyious to that time, the driv- 

ers of the wagons were busy arranging 
their products so as to make, tempting 
displays, or drowsing on the wagon 
seats; Some had driven all the way 


ftom San Fernando, Burbank, Alta- 
dena, Gardena, Cahuenga and other 


more or less distant points. 

As soon as daylight came all was ac- 
tivity. Proprietors of fruit-stands, fruit 
peddlers and agents of commission 


houses flitted about among the wagons | 


and stacks: of fruit on the sidewalk, 
while not.a few restaurateurs, boarding- 
house-keepers, hotel stewards and buy- 
ers for private families were there lay- 
ing in a days supply of fruit. Some of 
the seNers, of course, had their regular 
customers and these sold out quickly

Ik, especially’ the melon 
men, and drove away briskly’ to deliver 
the goods. Others had to sell piece- 
meal, a box to this man and a box to 
that and did not get away till the sun 
was high in the heavens. 

Very little of the fruit is ever hauled 
back home, although what is left after 
7. o’clock in the morning usually goes 
for what it will bring, prices some- 
times being ridiculously low. As a rule 
the prices obtained are fairly satisfac- 
| tory, there being quite an earnest effort 
to maintain a uniform schedule. Once 
in a while some individuals who have 

n rate cutting the, con on 
Spreads all ine. Rate-eutters, 
however, are loudly condemned by the 
majority of the sellers. Strange to say 
the Chinese are reputed to be more skill-. 
ful than the whites in forming combi- 
nations and keeping up prices. 

Fruit intended for shipping purposes 
is brought in quite green. That for city 
consumption is usually fully ripened. It 
should be stated, however, that most of 
the shippers. have their. supplies “deliv- 
ered direct to the warehouses and do 
not come to the open market to buy. 

If it were more generally understood

A MARKET HOUSE NEEDED. 


Chief Glass and Capt. Roberts after 
viewing the busy market scene yester- 
day morning were both of the opinon 
that the time was ripe for Los Angeles 
to have a regular market house. They 
both said the farmers should be en- 
couraged to bring their fruits to market 
and should be afforded every possible 
facility. for selling it. 
Fruit Inspector Compere, “who has 
been in regular attendance at the mar- 
ket for several years, was also of the 
opinion that the city should furnish a 
market house where there would be am- 
ple room for all who come. He said 
every man who brings fruit to the plaza 
market place would gladly pay rent for 
a stall where he could unload his fruit 
and be sure of not being crowded out. 
As it is at present, the producers must 
stay up nearly all night in order to get 
a place to stand their wagons. 75 
Mr. Compere favors converting the 
Plaza Park into a market house. He 
says it would give room for all. Chief 
Glass admits that the plaza would be 
of greater benefit to the community if 
so used ‘than as a park. As a park it 
is frequented only by Chinese and the 
denizens of the tenderloin district. A 
park for these people could be estab- 
lished the other side of Alameda street. 
Some have suggested that the mar- 
ket place be moved to Central (Sixth 
street) Park,. the wagons being allowed 


to line up around that park the same } 


they do now at the plaza:- Doubtless 
the residents of the neighborhood would 
object, but there would be much more 
room than at the plaza and it would be 
just as convenient for the majority of 
buyers. 

The haymarket square, 
street, ‘between Hope and Flower has 
also been suggested as a good location 
for a public market. The opinon has 


been ventured that a regular market

_A story of an unusual character has 
come to the ears of the postoffice au- 
thorities which will probably result in 
at least two postmistresses losing their 
Official heads.

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SOME STORE Ls 
op THE HORSE. 


The horse and the dog are among 
our best friends in the animal king- 
dom, and we need not fear to trust 
them. Those that have been intelli- 
gently trained and kindly cared for 
will never betray their waster or mis- 
tress, be they ever so small, and they 
show themselves as sensible to kind- 
ness as do human beings. = 

I found some fine stories of the 
horse the other day, which I am sure 
will interest the boys and girls who 
read The Times, and so we will find 
a place for them in our columns. The 
first is given. to prove that horses can 
count, notwithstanding they have never 
been to school or been taught their 
figures. This is the story: 

“A Russian doctor has been experi- 
menting to find how far some domes- 
tic animals can count. The intelligence 
of the horse, as shown in mathematics, 
seems to surpass that of the cat or the 


dog. The doctor found a horse which 


was able to count the mileposts along 
the way.. It had been trained by its 
master to stop for feed whenever they 
had covered twenty-five versts. One 
day they tried the horse over a road 
where three false mileposts had been 
put in between the real ones, and, sure 
enough, the horse, deceived by this 
trick, stopped for his oats at the end 
of twenty-two versts, instead of going 


the usual twenty-five. The same horse 
‘was accustomed to being fed every day
